Dems Believe 
LBJ War Policy 
Will Beat GOP 


WASHINGTON 
«A P)—Demo­ 
crats are betting an upswing in 
uopular acceptance ol President 
Johnson’s Vietnam war policies 
will pull him through a tough 
battle with the Republicans for 
re-election in 1968. 
Their spirits obviously damp 
oned by tin* President's current 
low standing in the polls, m em ­ 
bers of the Democratic National 
Committee are banking that in 
the long pull Johnson’s course in 
fighting a limited war in Asia 
will win over any alternative 
Republicans may offer. 
They quickly approved Mon­ 
day a resolution endorsing John­ 
son’s 
policies 
at 
home 
and 
abroad. There was no mention 
that this seemed the only road 
open to a party so tightly con­ 
trolled by an incumbent presi­ 
dent that bis nomination is re 
garded as inevitable. 
Recognizing the present wide­ 
spread dissent to Johnson Viet­ 
nam t*olicies, a resolution spon­ 
sored by Illinois comrnitteemau 
Ja co b M. Arvey said “ in both 
foreign 
and 
domestic 
policy 
President Johnson has consist­ 
ently chosen to secure the fu­ 
ture, rather than to yield to the 
dictates of short term political 
gain.” 
The resolution, adopted unani* 
piously w ith a brief patter of ap­ 
plause, said Johnson has sought 
“ an honorable resolution of the 
conflict in South Vietnam, by 
which the people of that nation 
might be freed of terror and 
bloodshed and able to govern 
themselves in conditions of so­ 
cial freedom and justice.” 
It expressed “ our conviction 
that Am ericans will always a c­ 
cept the responsibilities — do­ 
m estic and foreign—required of

People from a ru ling by the 
U.S. Circu it Cou rt in Cincinnati 
that “ boards of edu cation hav e 
no Constitu tional obligation to 
reliev e against racial imbalance 
which they did not cau se or 
create.” 
The NAACP said the circu it 
cou rt had “ misconceiv ed” the 
reach of the 14 th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitu tion. At no 
time, the NAACP said, has the 
Su preme Cou rt held 
that the 
amendment's “ m a n d a t e

was affected by the motiv es of 
school officials.”

tro pics. Certainly no t this y ear, 
and po sibly no t fo r a decade. 
Since we hav e eno u gh tro u ­ 
bles at the mo ment in So u theast 
Asia and in the Middle East, 
we can be satisfied that the cats 
in Africa are du e to pu rr fo r a 
while.

Crime continues to 
grow 
in 
the 
United States, and at a frightening 
pace in some of the m ore serious types, 
but the day m ay not be far off when a 
com puter will uncover a crim e, dis­ 
cover the identity of a suspect, follow 
him until he is captured, and produce 
the evidence to convict him. 
Com puters and other sophisticated 
electronic gear now' are used in all 
phases of police work but not yet in 
the total combination described above. 
That day is rapidly approaching, how­ 
ever, as law enforcem ent begins a 
large-scale revolution in crim e detec­ 
tion techniques. 
W hat law officers are doing is tak­ 
ing advantage of some of the electron­ 
ic w izardry created for the space pro­ 
gram and m ilitary needs. Sim ultan­ 
eously they are employing the storage 
and recall capacity of com puters to 
provide alm ost instantaneous identifi­ 
cation of suspects. 
Probably the most complete com put­ 
er system to date is NCIC, the F B I’s 
National Crim e Inform ation Center in 
Washington. Linked with seven state 
com puter system s and m etropolitan 
networks in the largest U. S- cities, 
NCIC contains files on persons who are 
wanted for violation of federal statutes 


or against whom there is a felony w ar­ 
rant outstanding. 
But the com puter is prim arily a tim e­ 
saving inform ation bank. In law en­ 
forcem ent there are m ore exciting tools 
coming into play. One of the latest is 
the Voiceprint. The findings of Voice­ 
print, reported to be m ore reliable 
than fingerprints, have been adm itted 
as evidence in several court cases. 
Many lesser known devices help fill 
the law official's bag of tools in his 
duel with the underw orld. A sniffer, 
which can locate hum an odors over 
great distances, is a product of the 
Vietnam battlefield- N eutron activa­ 
tion analysis, which m easures the ato­ 
m ic half-life of elem ents, is used to 
trace evidence back to its origin. 
H eat cam eras, to produce silhouettes 
of 
m issing 
objects, instrum ents 
to 
m easure 
ultraviolet 
absorption 
or 
em ission of particles left at the scene 
of a crim e, a chem ical spray which 
instantly stuns a person, a dart injec­ 
tor gun which can quiet a violent hom­ 
bre with tranquilizers in seconds — 
these are but a sam pling of the tools 
m odern law enforcem ent has at its dis­ 
posal. All are needed in the perpetual 
w ar on crime-

The experience hasn’t been 
quite that. Although stock aver­ 
ages are higher now than they 
were a few months ago, some 
glamor stocks have continued to 
soar, 
and 
through last 
week 
looked as if the sky itself was no 
limit. 
What is surprising even expe­ 
rienced investors is that some of 
the glam or stocks already were 
so 
high 
that 
profit - taking 
seemed 
inevitable 
But 
they 
have pushed ever higher, som e­ 
times on heavy volume. 
Computer, 
electronics 
and 
other 
science-oriented 
stocks 
have been among the most po­ 
pular trading vehicles, with In­ 
ternational Business Machines, 
Control 
Data, 
Burroughs 
and 
Scientific Data, all scoring to 
record highs. 
Since all these 
companies m ake computers, the 
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buying can be explained in part 
by examining the vast potential 
of the industry, now revolution­ 
izing some businesses, creating 
others and releasing manpower 
from menial chore ti) concen­ 
trate on more profitable tasks. 
The vigorous advances in oth­ 
er areas of the m arket—along 
with 
some 
sharp 
declines— 
might m aor easily be attributed 
to a trout trading by some of the 
highly 
active 
“ perform ance” 
mutual funds. 
There is little question that 
many stocks also have been lit­ 
tle more than trading vehicles 
for some big, venturesome mon­ 
ey from questionable sources. 
But, after considering all rea­ 


sons for the advance by glamor 
stocks, the most plausible and 
now the most popular explana­ 
tion rem ains an old one—that 
stocks are a hedge against infla­ 
tion. 
The m arket is in a question­ 
able period. Gains and losses al­ 
most m atch some days. On oth­ 
ers the m arket averages rem ain 
neutral despite trem endous ad­ 
vances 
by 
individual 
stocks. 
This 
has 
created 
a 
feeling 
among some on Wall Street that 
a 
renewed 
speculative 
binge 
could occur, 
with the public 
rum ping 
into 
the 
m arket in 
force. When this happens, it is 
tile signal for some pros to leap 
out.

Polanski 
also wrote 
the script, which is based on 
the current best-seller by Ira 
Levin. 
“ I feel very much ut case 
here at Param ount,” .said the 
director. “ The studio is so much 
like 
the 
studios 
iii 
Poland, 
where I first worked. The rea 
son is that the Polish studios 
were patterned after the ones in 
Russia, and they in turn were 
copied from the studios here. 
The Russians cam e to Holly­ 
wood in the 192l)s aud 1930s aud 
went back to pattern their stu­ 


dios along the sam e lines. 
Polanski 
is

provincial,

was 
born in Paris to Polish parents 
who returned to their native 
land when he was 3. His father 
survived a concentration camp, 
his m other did not.

film school. 
Polanski’s films, in school and 
afterw ard, 
attracted 
attention 
and aw ards

Ile did some film-m ak­ 
ing in France, then returned to 
Poland for his feature, “Knife 
iu the W ater.” 
The film won tile critics prize 
at tile Venice Film Festival and 
an Academy nomination as best 
foreign-language feature of 1964. 
It also propelled Komanski to 
international fam e, and he has 
since been making films In Ita­ 
ly, France and England. Among 
them : 
“ Repulsion,”

K illers.” His fine sense of the 
m acabre attracted him to Cas­ 
tle, him self a veteran of Hie 
scare film.

weight and to maintain

weight when they

strict supervision of their doc­ 
tor. As soon as they feel that 
they can do it them selves, 
the 
weight begins to reappear. 
It is a known fact that some 
emotional disturbance can make 
diet w atchers “ get off the eat­ 
ing wagon.” 
Eating 
gives 
to 
them a special source of grati 
Boation that carries them over 
difficult periods. Unfortunately, 
it takes a long lim e before they 
can again 
be tem pted into a 
weight reduction schedule. 
There are no short cuts 
or 
fancy fads or special fat burn­ 
ers that take the place of cal­ 
orie counting. Many p e o p l e 
m ust reconcile them selves that 
uow and for many years they 


m ust be aw are of the tact that 
our 
civilization, 
bulging 
with 
good food, adds pounds to the 
waistline. 
Diet pills 
are only a tem por­ 
ary method to start weight re­ 
duction. They do not compen­ 
sate 
for will power 
and 
an 
earnest desire to acquire and 
m aintain a wreight loss. 
We’ve got to be truthful with 
ourselves when we 
count cal­ 
ories. 
Somehow 
the 
massive 
num ber of 
peanuts 
with 
the 
daily cocktail gets lost in the 
calorie tabulation. 
A few hundred calories here 
and a few 
hundred 
calories 
there add up at the end of a 
day to a sizable amount — an 
amount of calories that should 
be sufficient for the total daily 
intake of all foods. 
Learn to 
bank your calories 
yourself. If you eat too much 
one 
day, limit 
yourself 
the 
next. I can’t wait to read this 
article and begin my diet to­ 
morrow. 
Diet pills are only tem porary. 
Fire prevention is health pre­ 
vention. 


Letter To 
The Editor

Nairobi, Kenya — At the UN, 
which is just two blocks from 
my home office in New York 
City, the “ Afro-Asian bloc” fre­ 
quently looks like a monolith. 
For better or worse, depending 
on your point of view, some of 
the speeches delivered in behalf 
of the bloc conjure up a vision 
of guerrilla operations making 
Southwest Africa or Portuguese 
Angola or even South Africa it­ 
self a bloody sham bles in the 
name of “freedom .” But when 
you put a few- thousand miles 
between yourself and the UN, 
the declam ations m ade in New 
York take on a different and 
somewhat more harm less j>er- 
spective. 
Consider, 
for exam ple, 
the 
story of the visit made by Dr. 
Hastings Banda, the President 
of Malawi, to Nairobi this past 
week. Eight months ago, Presi­ 
dent Banda, an old revolution­ 
ary com rade-in-arm s of Kenya’s 
President Jomo Kenyatta, was 
invited to deliver the opening 
speech at N airobi’s annual agri­ 
cultural show. That was before 
Dr. Banda decided to break the 
unanimity 
of 
the “ African 
front” against South Africa, the 
land of apartheid. 
Malawi, a 
landlocked 
country in 
close 
proximity 
to 
Portuguese 
Mo­ 
zambique. 
“ white” Rhodesia, 
and 
South 
Africa 
itself, had 
been 
suffering 
economically 
from its ideological compulsion 
to limit its dealings with neigh­ 
in g that refused to bow- to “one 
man, one vote, now.” Choosing 
between bread and ideals, Dr. 
Banda decided one day that he 
was doing his countrymen no 
good by starving them in the 
nam e of freedom. So a trade 
deal with South Africa was ap­ 
proved, and the howl of anger 
that went up from places like 
Tanzania, Guinea, and the Con­ 
go was louder than the roars of 
all the lions in the Serengeti 
gam e preserve. 
In Nairobi the left-wing Ken­ 
ya 
People’s 
Union 
began to 
work up 
plans to picket Dr. 
Banda on his arrival to open 
the agricultural show. W hereup­ 
on Jomo K enyatta flicked his 
om nipresent fly whisk and an­ 
nounced that anybody showing 
disrespect to his old friend 
of 
London 
conspiratorial 
d a y s 
would incur his displeasure. The 
People’s Union got the hint. No­ 
body even snapped a disapprov­ 


ing finger in Banda’s presence. 
The Nairobi Show was a great 
success, and Dr. Banda expand­ 
ed visibly in the w arm equator­ 
ial sun. When told before leav­ 
ing Malawi that some of the 
Kenya leftists had already had 
their mouths stopped, he had 
asked sarcastically, “ Who 
are 
these jieople? When Jomo Ken­ 
yatta and I were working for 
our countries iii London in 1945, 
they were just babies. Some of 
them were not even in prim ary 
school. 
Pay 
no 
attention 
to 
them. Jom o knows what he is 
doing and we understand each 
other.” 
W atching 
Dr. 
Banda 
shake 
hands with Daniel Arap Moi, 
the Kenya Vice President (and 
a Kelenjn tribesm an), 
iii 
the 
presence of Tom 
Mboya, 
the 
M inister for Planning and De­ 
velopment (a Luo tribesm an), 
and the mustachioed Bruce Mc­ 
Kenzie, the Minister of Agricul­ 
ture who is a white South Afri­ 
can, with Kenyatta the leader of 
the Kikuyu tribe, smiling his 
approval on all, one could only 
assum e that Kenya, for the mo­ 
m ent at least, is not on any real 
w arpath against black African 
countries which, for reasons of 
self-preservation, have decided 
to get along with South Africa, 
Rhodesia, and the Portuguese 
colonies. It 
is entirely likely, 
then, that the fulminations at 
the UN may be safely taken for 
show. 
This does not m ean that the 
South Africans, the Rhodesians, 
and 
the 
Portuguese 
can dis­ 
pense with their wariness. For 
Dr. Banda, possibly forgetting 
him self as he basked in the 
w arm th of Nairobi’s welcome, 
revealed his sly side in a speech 
that was deigned to justify his 
diplom atic truce and his trade 
dealings with the South African 
and the Rhodesians. To a crowd 
that knows all about handling 
anim als, he made the sage ob­ 
servation that there are many 
ways of killing a cat. You can 
strangle it, he said, or you can 
drown it. Or, if you are content 
to wait a bit, you can stroke 
it and then, 
when 
the 
tim e 
comes, you can turn on it and 
do away with it 
The South Africans and the 
Rhodesians will 
almost 
cer­ 
tainly get the point. But if Afri­ 
ca is in for a period of cares­ 
sing cats, the “ Afro-Asian bloc” 
at the UN is hardly an im mod 


iaie menace to the peace of the 
African continent south of the 
tropics. Certainly not this year. 
and posibly not for a decade. 
Since we have enough trou­ 
bles at the moment in Southeast 
Asia and in the Middle East, 
we can be satisfied that the cats 
in Africa are due to purr for a 
while.
